(West Virginia, some of which were 
las high as 200 per cent on investment 
I during 1920, were placed yesterday be­ 
fore the Senate committee consider­ 
ing the (’alder Coal Regulation Bill. 
The 
corporation names 
involved 
were not made public after an animat­ 
ed debate, during which J. D. 
A. 
Morrow, vice-president of the Nation­ 
al Coal 
Association, said 
this would 
violate 
an “understanding” reached 
with Senate investigators who procur­ 
ed the accounts. Chairman ('alder, of 
the Investigating Committee which 
drafted the bill, denied that any such 
“understanding” had existed. 
Secrecy Permitted 
Senator LaFollette. aa chairman of 
the committee considering the bill, fi­ 
nally ruled that the companies would 
be allowed to remain secrecy as to 
costs and profits for business reasons, 
and David L. 
Wing, Federal Trade 
Commission statistician, was instruct­ 
ed to use numbers to designate the 
corporations as the reports were ana­ 
lyzed . 
One corporation in the list, on a to­ 
tal investment of $178,(HH), mined 122,- 
000 tons of coal in the first 
nine 
months of 1920, on which its profit 
was $478,000. Senator Rued, Demo­ 
crat, 
Missouri, cross-questioned Mr. 
Wing as to the figures given, and the 
net profit w*as left unstated to percent­ 
ag e. 
During 1919 this same corpora­ 
tion lost $42,000 on operations, Mr. 
Wing estimated, or 24 per cent on its 
capital.

Another co n n atio n with an invest­ 
ment 
of $163,000 made $133,000 
in

1920, he said, or a 
profit rate of IOO per cent on capital.
